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REMARKS

9-31 without prejudice or disclaimer. Applicants also previously canceled Claims 2, 12, and 
13 without prejudice or disclaimer. Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and 
favorable action in this case. 

Allowed Subject Matter 

Applicants note with appreciation the Examiner's allowance of Claim 1 and 3-8. 

Section 102 Rejections 

The Examiner rejects Claims 21-22, 26-27, and 31 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,714,785 issued to Han ("Han"). Applicants cancel Claims 
21-22, 26-27, and 31 without prejudice or disclaimer, thereby obviating the Examiner's 
rejection of these claims. Applicants wish to note that, with respect to all cancellations 
herein. Applicants reserve the right to pursue broader subject matter than that presently 
claimed through the filing of continuations and/or other related applications. 
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Section 103 Rejections 

The Examiner rejects Claims 9-20, 23-25, and 28-30 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,828,661 issued to Weaver, Jr. et al. ("Weaver") in 
view of Han. Applicants cancel Claims 9-20, 23-25, and 28-30 without prejudice or 
disclaimer, thereby obviating the Examiner's rejection of these claims. Applicants again 
wish to note that, with respect to all cancellations herein. Applicants reserve the right to 
pursue broader subject matter than that presently claimed through the filing of continuations 
and/or other related applications.
